information regarding practitioners treating the patients being guided by the electronic 
palieni healthcare system; and 

a patient terminal device in electronic communication with said healthcare 
information provider system and including an input device and a display device adapted lo 
display said electronicaiiy displayable files; 

said electronically displayable files include at least one pre- mcdical event set o1^ 
electronically displayable Hies containing health information for preparing and educating the 
patient for the medical event, and at least one post- medical event set of electronically 
displayable Hies containing health information for preparing and educating the patient for 
post- medical event recovery so as to guide the patient along the treatment pathway, at least 
one of the pre-niedic^^^^^^ and post- medieal event sets of files including a task fde that 
instructs the patient to perform a predetermined task, the predetermined task including at 
least two of scheduling an appointment with a medical professional, purchasing a medical 
product, taking a medical qui/, and evaluating at least one of a medical practitioner and a

medical service facility; and 

both (1 ) the at least one pre- mcdical event set ofelectronically displavable Tiles 
containing health information for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event 
and (2) the at least one post- medical event set ofelectronically displayable files are 
predetermined such thai the files are stored in the healthcare inforniation provider system in 
aniicipation of the medical event and prior lo the mediea l event, and such that the files are 
related so as to provide the treatment pathway. 

2. (Currently Amended) The ppst-diaR nosis system of claim L wherein said 
electronically displayable tiles include a single electronically displayable file including a 
treatment pathway timeline display comprising a plurality of time-sequenced phase images 
corresponding to time-sequenced phases of health information ihereby graphically 
representing the treatment pathway. 

3. {Currently Amended) The post-dia gnosis system of claim 2, wherein each of 
said plurality of time-sequenced phase images include at least one electronic link to one of 
^he pre- mediea l event set oi^ files and the posi- medical event set of files, and the patient can 
access the health informaiion of a particular time-sequenced phase by interacting with the 
corresponding time-sequenced phase image. 

4. (Currently Amended) The post-diaRnosis svstem of claim L wherein the task 
file includes a paiient confirmation subfile that requires the patient to interactively confirm 
completion of the predetermined task using the input device of the patient terminal device 
and communicate the confirmation with the healthcare informaiion provider system. 

5. (Currently Amended) The nost-diaanosis svstem of claim I, w^herein at least 
one of the pre-mc dical event and posv-m cdical event sets of files includes a calendar file that 
displays a schedule of lime specific events associated with the treatment pathway, said 
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calendar file adapted lo be modified by the patient using the input device of the patient 
terminal device. 

6. (Currently Amended) The post-diagnosis system ofclaim L further including 
an electronically displayable duplicate account file containing input fields lor receiving 
account information relating to an auihoriyed user to create a duplicate account for 
permitting the authorized user lo access and modify the patient's treatment pathway. 

7. (CurrcjiCiy Amended) The post-diaunos is system ofclaim 1, wherein each of a 
patienl*s lime-sequcnced phase images is adapted to be niodified by a medical practitioner 
treating the patient being guided by the electronic patient healthcare system. 

8. (CurrtMitly Amended) A pos t- diagnosis system for displaying health 
information capable of guiding a patient along a treatment pathway, related to a previously 
diagnosed medical condition r eq uiring a medical event, by educating and preparing the 
paiicni for the medical event and post- medical event recovery, comprising: 

^ post-diagnosis healthcare information provider system including a storage device 
and eiccironically displayable files containing health information associated with the 
medical event and rctrievably stored on said storage device; and 

a patient terminal device including an input device and a display device adapted to 
display said electronically displayable files; 

wherein said electronically displayable files include a single electronically 
displayable file including a treaimenl pathway timeline display comprising a plurality of 
time-sec|uenced phase images corresponding to time-sequenced phases of health information, 
each of said time-sequenced phase images providing access to a pre- medical event set of 
electronically displayable files containing health information for preparing and educating the 
patient for the medical event and a posi - medical event set of electronically displayable files 
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containing heallh information for preparing and educating the patient for post- med ical event 
recovery so as to guide the patient along the treatment pathway, the treatment pathway 
timeline display graphically and contemporaneously displaying, to the patient, at least three 
phases, and associated tasks for each of such three phases, the at least three phases 
graphically representing segments of the treatment pathway; and 

both (I) the at least one pre- medical event set ofelectronically displayable files 
containing health in formation for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event 
and (2) the ai leasi one post- medical event sel ofelectronically displayable files are 
predetermined such that ihe files are stored in the healthcare inlbrmation provider system in 
anticipation of the medical event and prior to the medica l event; and such that the files arc 
related so as to provide the treatment pathway, the files being electronicatly associated with 
each other as being a part of the ireaimeni pathway and linked to the treatment pathway 
timeline display. 

9, {Currently Amended) The posi-diai>nosis system of claim 8, wherein each of 
said plurality of time-sequenced phase images include at least one electronic link to one of 
the pre- medical event set of files and the post- medical event set of files, and the patient can 
access the health tnformaiion of a particular time-sequenced phase by interacting with the 
corresponding time-seqtjenced phase image, at least one of said at least three phases being 
associated with a file in the pre- medical event set ol" electronically displayable files; and at 
least one of said at leasi three phases being associated with a file in the post- medical event 
set ofelectronically displayable files. 

10. (Ciirreiif ly Aniendeil) The post-diaanosis system of claim 8, wherein at 
least one of the pre-medical event and post-medical event sets of files includes a task file 
that instructs the patient to perform a predetermined task. 

(Currently Amended) The post-diaein osis system of c laim 8, wherein 
the predetermined task includes at least three ofreading a medical information file, taking 
medication* scheduling an appointmcni with a medical professional, purchasing a medical 
product, taking a medical qui/,, and evaluating at least one of a medical pracliiioner and a 
medical service fiiciiily. 

12. (Currently Amended) The posi-diaij;n osis system of claim 8, wherein 
the predetermined task includes at least two of scheduling an appointment with a medical 
professional, purchasing a medical product, taking a medical quiz, and evaluating at least 
one of a medical practitioner and a medical service facility. 

13. (Currently Amended) A posl-diagnosis method for guiding a patient 
along a treatment pathway associated with a previou sly dia e nosed medic al condition 
re quirinu a medical event by providing health information to educate and prepare the patient 
for the medical event and post- medical event recovery, comprising ; 

generating, based on the medical event of the patient, at least one pre- medical event 
set of electronically displayable files containing health information for preparing and 
educating the patient for the medical event, and at least one post- medical event set of 
electronically displayable illes containing health information for preparing and educating the 
patient for post- medical event recovery; 

displaying a single electronically displayable file including a treatment pathway 
timeline display comprising a plurality of time-sequenced phase images corresponding to 
time-scquenced phases of health information to illustrate the treatment pathway, each of said 
timc-scquenced phase images providing access to a t)re- medical event set of electronically 
displayable files containing health information for preparing and educating the patient for 
the medical event and a post Mncdical event set of electronically displayable files containing 
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health information Ibr prv^paring and educating the patient for post-medical event recovery so 
as to guide the patient along the trcaimcnl pathway; and 

permitting the patient to view the treatment pathway timeline display and access the 
health information of a particular time-sequenced phase by interacting with the 
corresponding lime-sequenced phase image; and 

both (!) the at least one pre-medical event set of electronically displayable files 
containing health information for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event 
and (2) the at least one post-medical event set of electronically displayable Hies are 
predetermined such thai the Hies are stored in the healthcare information provider system in 
anticipation of the medical event and prior to the medical event, and such that the files are 
related so as to provide the treatment pathway, 

14. (Currently Amended) The post-diag nosis method of claim 13, further 
including the steps of providing the patient with a medical practitioner code designating the 
medical practitioner conducting the medical event and requiring the patient to input the 
medical practitioner code into an electronically displayable (lie containing a code input Held 
and transmitting the code to the healthcare information provider system. 

15. (Currently Amended) The post-diaunos i s method of claim 13, wherein 
at least one of the pre-me d i ca l event and post-medic al event sets of flics includes a task file 
that instructs the patient to perform a predetermined task. 

16. (Currently Amended) The post-diagn osis method of claim 15, wherein 
the predetermined task includes at least three of reading a medical information file, taking 
mcdicaiioh, scheduling an appointment with a medical professional, purchasing a medical 
product, taking a medical quiz, and evaluating at least one of a medical practitioner and a 
medical service facility. 
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17. (CurrcnUy AmenciciJ) The post-d iagnosiii melhod of claim 13, wherein 
a( leasi one of ihc prc-mcdical cvenl and posi-m cdical event sets of files includes a calendar 
nie ihai displays a schedule of lime specific events associated with the treatment pathway, 
said calendar file adapted to be modified by the patient using the input device of the patient 
terminal device, 

18. (Currently Amended) The post-diaunosis method of claim 13, further 
including the step of providing an electronically displayable duplicate account file 
containing input fields for receiving account information relating to an authorized user to 
create a duplicate account for permitting the authorized user to access and modify the 
patient's treatment pathway, 

19. (Currently Amended) An post-diagnos is information storage media, 
comprising: 

instructions for generating, l:>ased on thea medical event required by a previously 
diagnosed medical condition of the patient, at least one pre- medical event set of 
electronically displayable files containing health information for preparing and educating the 
patient for the medical event, and at least one post- medical event set of electronically 
displayable files containing health information for preparing and educating the patient for 
post-rncdical event recovery; 

instructions for displaying a single electronically displayable file including a 
treatment pathway timeline display comprising a plurality of time-sequenced phase images 
corresponding to time-sequenced phases of health information to illustrate the treatment 
pathway, each of said time-sequenced phase images providing access to a prevent set of 
electronically displayable files containing health information for preparing and educating the 
patient for the medical event and a post- medical event set of electronically displayable files 
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coniaining health iiifonniiition for preparing and eclucaiing the patient for post- medical event 
recovery so as to guide the patient along the ireaimeni pathway: and 

instructions for generating and displaying an access file for permitting the patient to 
view the treatment pathway timeline display and access the health information of a partieular 
iime-i>equenced phase by interactingwiih lire corresponding time-sequenced phase image; 
and 

both (1) the at least one pre- medical event set of electronically displayable files 
containing health inlbrnialion for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event 
and (2) the at least one post- medie ai event set of elecironically displayable files are 
predetermined such that the files are stored in the healthcare information provider system in 
anticipation of the medical event and prior to the me d ica l event, and such that the files are 
related so as lo provide the ireaimeni pathway. 

20. (Currently Amended} The posi-diaRn osis information storage media of claim 

19, further including instructions providing an electronically displayable file containing a 
code input field for receiving a medical practitioner code and transmitting the code lo the 
healthcare information provider system. 

2 I . (Currently Amended) The post-diaunos is information storage media of claim 

20. wherein at least one ofthe pre-m edical event and post- medical event sets of files 
includes a task file that instructs the patient to perform a predetermined task.

2K wherein the predetermined task includes at least three of reading a medical information 
file, taking medication, scheduling an appointment with a medical professional, purchasing a 
medical product, taking a medical qui7., and evaluating at least one of a medical practitioner 
and a medical service facility. 
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23. (CurrtMitly Amended) The po s t- diaunosis information storage media of claim 
20, wherein at least one of the nrc- mcdical event and post- medical event sets of files 
includes a calendar file thai displays a schedule of time specific events associated with the 
treatment pathway, said calendar file adapted to be modified by the patient using the input 
device of the ptuient terminal device. 

24. (Currently Amended) The iiosbdiagn^^ storage media of claim 
20, further including instructions for displaying an electronically displayablc duplicate 
account file containing input fields for receiving account information relating to an 
authorized user to create a duplicate account for permitting the authorized user to access and 
modify the patient's treatment pathway. 

25. (Currently Amended) An post-dia gnosis electronic patient healthcare system 
for guiding a patient along a treatment pathway, related to a previously diagnosed medical 
c ondit ion requirinj^ a medical event, by educating and preparing the patient for the medical 
event and post- medical event recovery, comprising: 

a post-diagnosis healthcare information provider system including a storage device 
and electronically displayablc files containing health information associated with the 
medical event and retrievably stored on said storage device, the storage device further 
including a registered patient database for storing information regarding patients being 
guided by the electronic patient healthcare system and a practitioner database for storing 
information regarding practitioners treating the patients being guided by the electronic 
patient healthcare system; and 

the nost-diaanosis healthcare information provider system being interfaceabic with a 
patient device, the patient device providing an input device and a display device for 
inierfacing with the patient, the healthcare information provider system providing 
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electronical ly displayable files to the patient device; 

wherein said electronically displayable files include a prc* medical event set of 
electronically displayable files and a post- medica l event sei oreleclronicatly displayable 
files; 

(he pre-m edical event set orelcdronically displaj^ablc files containing health 
inrorniaiion for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event, and 

the posi- medical event set of cleclronieally displayable files containing health 
inibrmaiion Tor preparing and educating the patient for post-event recovery so as to guide the 
patient along the treatment pathway; and 

wherein at least one of the pre- medical event and post- medical event sets of files 
including a task file that instructs the patient to perform a predetermined task relating to the 
treatment pathway; and 

both ( I ) the at least one pre- medical event set of eleclrdnically displayable files 
containing health information for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event 
and (2) the at least one post- medical event set of electronically displayable files are 
predetermined such that the files are stored in the healthcare information provider system in 
anticipation of the m edical event and prior to the medical event, and such that the files are 
related so as to provide the treatment pathw^ay. 

26, (Currently Amended) The nost-diagnosis system of claim 25, wherein the 
predetermined task including a! least two of scheduling an appointment with a medical 
professional, purchasing a medical product, taking a medical qui/., and evaluating at least 
one of a medical practitioner and a medicaJ service facility. 

27. (Currently Amended) The post-dia g nosis system of claim 25, wherein said 
electronically displayable files include a treatment pathway timeline display comprising a 
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plurality orUmc-sequenced phase content corresponding lo time-scquenccd phases of health 
information thereby illustraiing the treatment pathway. 

28. (eurrenily Amended) The post-diagnosis system of claim 27, wherein each 
of a patient's timc-sequenced phase content is adapted to be modifred by a medical 
practitioner treating the patient being guided by the electronic patient healthcare system. 

29. (Currenlly Amended) The post-diagnosis system of claim 25, wherein the 
patient device is at least one of personal computer, a portable computer, a dumb terminal, a 
thin client, a hand-held device, and a wireless phone. 

30. (Currently Amended) A post-diagnosis svstcm for displaying health 
information capableof guiding a patient along a treatment pathway, related to a previously 
d ia gnos ed m edical cond ition requiring a medical event, by educating and preparing the 
patient for the medical event and post- medical event recovery, comprising: 

a healthcare infortnation provider syslem including a storage device and 
electronically displayable Hies containing health information associated with the medical 
event and retrievably stored on said storage device: and 

the healthcare information provider system interfaceable with a patient terminal 
device, the patient terminal device including an input device and a display device adapted to 
display said eiectronic?»Hy d:^:playablc files; 

wherein said electronically displayable (lies include a single electronically 
displayable llle including a treatment pathway timeline display comprising a plurality of 
lime-sequenced phase images corresponding to timc-sequenced phases of health information, 
each of said timc-sequenced phase images providing access to: 

pre-medical event set of electronically displayable files containing health 
information for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event, and 
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3 post- mcuicai event sei of electronically displayable files containing health 
information for preparing and educating the patient for post- medical event recovery, 
so as to guide the patient along the treatment pathway; and 
both (1) the at least one pre- mcdical event set of electronically displayable files 
containing health information for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event 
and (2) the at least one post- mcdicai event set of electronically displayable files are 
predetermined such that the files are stored in the healthcare information provider system in 
anticipation of the medical event and prior to the medical event, and such that the files arc 
related so as to provide the treaiment pathway.

32. (Currently Amended) The postHliai>nosis svslem of claim 3 1 , wherein at 
least one of the pre- medical event and post- medical event sets of files includes a task file 
thai instructs the patient to perform a predetermined task. 

3.3. (Currently Amended) The post-dia g n o sis system of claim 30, wherein the 
healthcare information provider system is intcrfaceable with a medical practitioner terminal 
device, the medical practitioner terininal device for interfacing with a medical practitioner; 
and 

the healthcare information provider system inputting inquiries from and outputiing 
patient monitoring information to the medical practitioner terminal device, in response to the 
inquiries, 
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34. (CurrcMitly Amencied) The p ost-cli a gnosis sv^iicm of claim 30, wherein the 
storage device includes: 

a patient database .storing data about a patient accessing the healthcare information 
provider system; and 

a registered praciiiioner database storing data about at least one registered 
practitioner associated with the patient. 

35. (Currently Amended) The post-diai^nosis system of claim 30. wherein the 
storage device includes: 

a calendar fde thai contains a schedule of time specific events associated with the 
ireaimeni pathway, the calendar lllc adapted to be modified by the patient. 

36. (Currently Amended) The post-dia g nosis system of claim 30, wherein the 
healthcare information provider system provides for the patient to access health information 
associated with a particular time-scquenced phase by inleracting with a particular time- 
sequenced phase image through the patient terminal device. 

37. (Currently Amended) The post-diaimosis s ystem of claim 36, wherein the 
healthcare information provider system provides for the lime-sequenced phase images, 
associated with a particular patient, lo be modi tied by a registered practitioner, who is 
associated with the particular patient. 

38. (Currently Amended) The pos t- diaCTosis system of claim 36, wherein the 
healthcare information provider system provides for the lime-sequenced phase images, 
associated with a particular patient, to be modified by a person who is associated with tlie 
particular patient. 

39. (Currently Amended) A post-diaa nosis system for guiding a patient along a 
irealment pathway associated with a previously diagnosed medical condition requiring a 
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medical event by providing health informaiion to educate and prepare the patient for the 
medical event and post- medical event recovery, the system comprising: 

means for generating, based on the medical event of the patient, at least one pre- 
medical event set orelectronically displayable files containing health information for 
preparing and educating the patient for the medical event, and at least one post- medical 
event set of elcetrcnically displayable Hies containing health information for preparing and 
educating the patient for post-medical event recovery; 

means for outpuiting, to a patient terminal device, a single electronically displayable 
nie including a treatment pathway timeline display comprising a plurality of timc-sequenced 
phase images corresponding to time-sequcnced phases of health information to illustrate the 
treatment pathway, each of said time-sequenced phase images providing access to a pre- 
medical event set of electronically displayable files containing health informaiion for 
preparing and educating the patient for the medical event and a post- medical event set of 
electronically displayable Hies containing health information for preparing and educating the 
patient for post- medical event recovery so as to guide the patient along the treatment 
pathway; and 

means for providing for the patient to view the treatment pathway timeline display 
and access the health information of a particular time-sequenced phase by interacting with 
the corresponding time-sequenced phase image; and 

both (1) the at least one pre- medical event set of electronically displayable files 
containing health information for preparing and educating the patient for the medical event 
and (2) the at least one post- medical event set of electronically displayable files are 
predetermined such that the tiles are stored in the healthcare information provider system in 
anticipation of the medical event and prior to the med ical evenU and such that the files arc 
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relaicci so as lo provide ihe irealment pathway. 

40. (Currently Amended) The posl-diagnosis system ofclaim 39, further 
including means for providing the patient with a medical practitioner code designating the 
medical practitioner conducting the medical event; and 

the healthcare information provider system requiring input, from the patient, of the 
medical practitioner code. 

41 . (Currently Amended) fhe posi-diaHnosis system ofclaim 39, wherein at 
least one of the pre-mcjdic^^^^^^ post-mcdical event sets of llles includes a task file 
that instructs the patient to perform a predetermined task. 

42. (Currently Amended) The post-diagnosis system ofclaim 8, wherein the 
medical event is one of an nnrraiion, treatment, testing, pregnancy and birth of a baby. 

43. (Currently Amended) 'fhe post-diagnosis system ofclaim 1/whereinlhe 
medical event is one of an operation, treatment, testing, pregnancy and birth of a baby. 

44. (Currently Amended) The post -diagnosis system of claim 1. wherein said 
eiecironically displayable flies include a treatment pathway timeline display comprising a 
plurality of time-sequenced phase content, corresponding to iime-sequenccd phases of health 
information thereby providing the treatment pathway. 

45. (Currcnny Amended) The post-diagnosis system ofclaim 44, wherein the 
plurality of time-sequenced phase content includes at least one of text representation and 
graphical representation. 

46. (Currently Amended) The post-diagnosis system ofclaim 2, wherein the 
time-sequenced phase images include at least one of text representation and graphical 
rcpreseniaiion. 

47. (Currently Amended) The posl'diagnosis method ofclaim 14, further 
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including providing general content to a further user who does not utilize a code. 

48. (Currently Amended) The post-diaanosis method of claim 47, wherein the 
general conicni includes at least one of a physicians directory, a graphical diagnostic, and 
product links.
